The American girl, on the other 
hand, is a meat-loving creature, 
aud the meats, together with the 
delicate, fancy cookery of her na¬ 
tion, make her skin red. It may 
not injure her health, but execs 
sive beef eating, while it gives 
strength, also gives a peculiarly 
red glow which is very noticeable 
as one approaches middle life. 

The meat-eaters claim that the 
vegetarians are not so strong, nor 
as intellectual, while the'vegetari¬ 
ans point to their clear, pretty 
skins as proof that there can be 
nothing wrong internally. 

But the summer girl, away on a 
summer diet of fruit and vege¬ 
tables, can not lay any darkening 
of her skin to her food, if she 
grows deeper in color it is all the 
fault of the sun and the wind; and 
if she remains of too dark a hue 
it is her own fault, also for not tak 
ing the precautions necessary to 
keep her skin nice. 


while she tried to do her best, her 
best was of extremely inferior qual¬ 
ity. 

Other “hired girls” with whom 
she came in contact had stories to 
tell of alleged unkind and harsh 
treatment to which they hail been 
subjected by the mistresses of 
households in which they had 
sorved, but AJiss Peltlngill assure- 
her readers that of the women 
whom she served not one re¬ 
quired unduly hard work of her, 
restricted her as to her afternoons 
out, expected her to do several 
things at once, asked her to do 
general housework on Sundays, or 
gaye her insufficient or inferior 
food. She says that when she was 
discharged it was for good reason. 

Miss Pettlngili continued her ex¬ 
periments for a year, and In that 
time served in a number of house¬ 
holds. She values the experience 
she gained for its own sake, not 
merely because it was material for 
copy. Her health and strength im¬ 
proved with the exercise she got, 
and she learned things that will 
be-of use to her when she hus a 
household of her own. 

But it is hardly io he hoped that 
the narrative of her experience 
will produce a perceptible effect 
upon the girls from whom recruits 
for domestic service might be ex¬ 
pected. Comparatively few of 
them will read it. 

Somehow the belief is strong 
that the social status of the girl 
who dock household work for 
wages is lower than that of the 
young woman who sells things in 
a 9tore or works in a factory for 
wages. Also there i,s a general be¬ 
lief that the Work of the former is 
harder, though it is to be doubted 
that the household worker is more 
tired at the end of a day than the 
girl who has been on her feet all 
day behind a counter or at a bench 
or a machine. 

If some one can convince the 
young women who work for wages 
in this country that household 
work is just as ‘-respectable” as 
any other, then the “servant girl 
problem” will be much nearer »o 
lutiou.

An interesting contribution to 
the discussion of the servant girl 
question has been made by Miss 
Pottingill, a graduate of Mt. Hoi 
yoke college, who went out to 
serve as ft domestic and afterward 
related her experience in an Hrfci 
cle that Was published in one of 
(he magazines. 

Her narrative * shows that the 
average housewife is far more 
kind and patient as a mistress 
than she is reputed to be among 
the girls who shun “domestic ser¬ 
vice for the reason that they dread 
the hard work and oppression to 
Which it would subject them*” 

Miss Pettlngili is'-not fitted by 
either experience or inclination 
for the tasks which she get out to 
do for wagds* She knew nothing 
about household Work. It is plain, 
therefore, that the kind treatment 
which she says she received was 
hot due to the excellence of hm 
service. On the contrary, it was 
given her despite the very poor 
service. She frankly admits that

Out in squares 
before removing from the pan. 
If the mixture around the edge of 
the pan bakos before the center is 
ready remove the pan from the 
oven and cut off the turned part 
aud return to the oven to finish 
baking. 

Hot Water Gingerbread. 
Take two cupfuls of sifted pastry 
flour and mix with it one teaspoon- 
fui of soda, one-half teaSpoonful of 
salt, one teaspoou^.ul cinnp.mon 
and one tablespoonful of ginger, 
putting them through a sieve held 
over the flour. Bub one-half cup- 
ful of butter till creamy, add one- 
half cupful of sugar, and when well 
mixed add one-half cupful molas¬ 
ses, then stir in the one mixture, 
and lastly -add •oue J ha!f -cupful of 
boiling water. Beat very thoi 
oughly and turn into a shallow pan 
or into mufiiti pans and bake in a 
quick oven.
